Automobile scouting parties are 
blazing the way to Atlanta from three 
cities—one from Savannah, one from 
Macon and still another from Birming- 
ham. The first two will reach Atlanta 
today, while the third is expected to 
come in tomorrow. 

Detailed reports from al!) three of 


the scouting parties indicate that the 


interest in the good roads movement 
is at fever heat, the cars being warm- 
ly greeted at all the towns and cities 
touched, as well as being cheered by 
the farmers along the different routes. 

Reports from the Savannah and Fitz- 
gerald-Macon scouts indicate that the 
roads of Georgla have. been :greatly 
improved since the start of The Con- 
stitution’s campaign for good roads. 
The car leaving Fitzgerald yesterday 


“morning made the trip to Atlanta in 


practically half the time it took only 
a few months earlier, as a result of 
the improvement of the roads. 

The Birmingham party. which is cov- 
ering two routes, met with warm re- 
ception all through the day and wound 
up with a rousing gathering at Gads- 
den last night. “ 


SAVANNAH SCOUTS FIND 
BEAUTIFUL ROADWAYS 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The Constitution-Morning News 
pathfinder blazing the way between 
Savannah and Atlanta for the endu- 
rance run between these cities on No- 
vember 8 arrived in Milledgeville at 
6:30 o'clock tonight after making what 
is said to be a record-breaking run 
through. No attempt at a record was 
rade. The car received the most cor- 
dial reception all along the road, and 
the courtesy which was extended pre- 
vented anvthing like an attempt at 
fast running. 

The biggest receptions given the car 
were at Louisville, Sandersville and 
Milledgeville. In each of these places 
the mayor and county officers joined 
in making the car welcome and put- 
ting themselves on record ‘for good 
roads. 

The reception at Milledgeville was 
especially cordial. There the party 
was carried to the boyhood home of 
President Battey, of the Savannah Au-~ 
tomoblile Club. and the local and coun- 
tv officers and prominent citizens en- 
tertained them at dinner. 

Rattle With Rattlesnake. 

After the dinner the pathfinder was 
accompanied several miles out of Louis- 
ville and as a parting feature, the Sa- 
vannahians saw Judge J. W. White, 
of the county court, lead the other dig- 
nitaries of the county in a spirited bat- 
ile with a big rattlesnake, which the 
Jefferson county contingent won. The 
rattles were presented to the party on 
the pathfinder as a souvenir. 

At Sandersville thé narty was shown 
over the city by Mayor Evans. Mayor 
Belf of Milledgeville, and party met 
the pathfiender several miles out of 
the place and escorted the car in. 

Practical Werk Done. 

In practically every one of the sev- 
eral counties traversed there was 
found great interest in the good roads 
movement and evidences of much prac- 
tical work. Jefferson, Washington and 
Baldwin counties seem to be leading 
in this, though Jefferson’s roads are 
already completed and in fine shape. 
Baldwin county has miles of roadway 
turned up preparatory to surfacing iL, 
In both these counties great hilis are 
cut away and embankments made in 
the valleys in the grading of the roads. 
Washington county’s roads are aleo 
torn up by the grading gangs. 

Some of the roads in Jenkins county 
are splendid.. Some fine roads were 
also found in Bulloch. Burke's roads 
were very sandy and bad to travel on, 
on account of the dry weather. 

Route Taken by Car. 

The route pursued by the car from 
Savannah was as follows: To Pooler, 
to Eden, to Stilson, to Booklet, to 
Statesboro, to .Rocky Ford, to Scarbor- 
ough, to Millen, to Rosier. to Louis- 
ville. to Davisboro, to Sandersville, to 
Milledgeville. 

The distance covered from Savannah 
to Milledgeville was 180 miles, shown 
by the odometer. This was covered 

nine hours and ten minutes, actual 
@wnning time. 

The route to Atlanta Wednesday will 

via Madison and Social Circle. The 
geturn trip will be made via Mansfield 
@nd Godfrey. A party from Milledge- 
wille will accompany the Savannahians 
@art or all the way to Atlanta. 

While on the way the party secured 
eonsiderable valuable data about the 
route, as well as taking many pictures, 
showing the turnouts, and also estab- 
lished gasoline stations at Millen, San- 
dersville and Milledgeville for the con- 
testants in the run in November.

--REACHES MACON 


After Splendid Day’s Run 


From\ Fitzgerald. 


Constitution Car Reduces Time 
Between Fitzgerald and Ma- 
con to Five Hours---Practical- 
ly Every Foot of the Road in 
Magnificent Shape.

Macon, Ga, October 5.—(Specia!.)— 
Ninety-seven and eight-tenths miles 
is the distance from the Lee-Grant 
hotel, in Fitzgerald, to the office of 
The Macon Telegraph, as registered by 
the speedometer of The  Constitu- 
tion’s White gasoline scout car, which 
this morning made the trip in four 
hours and forty-seven minutes actual 
running time. 

No more effectual demonstration of 
the pesults of The Constitution’s cam- 
paign for good roads could be asked, 
as great part of the newly-construct- 
ed roads which made this time pos- 
sible have been laid since the campaign 
was begun in the spring. 


The start was made from Fitzgerald | 


at 8:10 o’clock in the morning and 
the car drew up in front of The Tele- 
graph office at 1:55 o’clock in the 
afternoon, making the elapsed time of 
the journey five hours and forty-five 
minutes. Stops of fifteen minutes at 
Bowen’s Mill, five minutes at Abbe- 
ville, twenty-seven minutes at Haw- 
kinsville and elevén minutes at Perry, 
made a total of fifty-eight minutes 
spent in stops, reducing the actual 
running time to the figures given. 
Former Time Ten Hours. 

Over this same route the original 
party which made the trip to Macon 
in May thought itself lucky when it 
did the trip in ten hours with about 
two hours of stops. 

The road from Fitzgerald to Macon 
has been placed in excellent condition, 
and the cars which enter the run from 
Fitzgerald in November should have no 
trouble in negotiating the distance in 
time that will approximate-that made 
by The Constitution’s car. 

The greatest enthusiasm for the con- 
test and for good roads generally was 
found all along the route. Cars from 
almost every town will send cars to 
Fitzgerald to start. Mayor Pleasant 
H. Lovejoy, of Hawkinsville, says that 
Hawkinsville can be counted on to fur. 
nish a good number of entrants, while 
a number of Abbeville owners are al- 
ready planning to enter. 

The start was made from Fitzgerald 
under the escort of a Cadillac, driven 
by Henry A. Burkhart, in which rode 
Mayor James G. Knapp and Judge 
Drew Paulk. This car accompanted 
The Constitution car to Bowen's Mill, 
where Ben Hill's territory ends. 

This road, which has been entirely 
rebuilt since The Constitution began 
its work for good roads, is a splendid 
piece of work and will stand as a 
monument to the’ present board of 
county commissioners. In addition to 
shortening the distance to _ points 
around Fitzgerald and making them 
much easier of access, it has. opened 
a large amount of new territory which 
it was impossible to reach before. 
Though a new road, good time was 
made over this, and Chairman Bowen, 
of the Ben Hill board, says that he is 
only waiting for a heavy rain to send 
out his men to have this road rolled 
into perfect condition for the run, 

Wilcox Cooperating. 

Wilcox county is heartily cooperat- 
ing with Ben Hill. They have started 
work at the Ben Hill line and are 
working back toward Abbeville. 
Though sandy in places, this road is 
for the most part very good. It is 
some heavier from Abbeville to the 
Pulaski line, but work will be done on 
the sandbeds that will greatly improve 
this part of the route. 

The road through Pulaski county, 
bot& north and south of Hawkinsville, 
is one of the best to be ffound in the 
state and fine time was made over it. 
This was especially true of that part 
of the road leading from Hawkinsville 
to the Houston county line in the di- 
rection of Elko. From the Pulaski 
line to Elko, Houston county has a 
splendid ro. om Elko to Perry 
the road is not so good, though at no 
place is not better than the average 
main thoroughfare as they were in 
Georgia before The Constitution began 
its good roads work. 

From Perry to the Bibb line Hous- 
ton has another fine road. From the 
Bibb line to Macon the official route 
for the contest lies along the famous 
Seven Bridges road, of which nothing 
needs to be said, as it is one of the 
best in Georgia. 

Both -Reates Inspected. 

The Constitution’s car has:' now ex- 
plored both the Albany-Macon and the 
Fitzgerald-Macon legs of the Albany- 
Fitzgerald-Macon-Atlanta reliability 
run tobe held November 8 and 9 under 
the auspices of the Georgia Good Roads 
Automobile Association. Wednesday 
morning it will start from Macon be- 
fore 8 o’clock to make the run into 
Atlanta over the main stem of the 
route. Short stops will be made at 
Forsyth, Barnesville, Griffin and 
Jonesboro, though there is practically 
no need of doing anything along this 
part of the route.

30 MINERS DEAD 
“WS THE RESULT 
~ OF EXPLOSION 


Horror Occurs in a Mine Lo- 
cated on the Island of 
Vancouver 


RESCUERS ARE BALKED 
BY OUTBREAK OF FIRE 


Death List Will Exceed Thirty, 
as Sixty Miners Were En- 
tombed --- Five Bodies Had 
Been Rescued When the 
Spread of the Flames Forced 
Suspension of Work. 


, 


Victoria, B. C., October 5.—Thirty 
miners are known to be dead as the 
result of an explosion at the extension 
mine of the Wellington Colliery Com- 
pany today. The death Mst likely will 
be even larger, as sixty miners: were 
entombed by the explosion, with slight 
chances of rescue. 

The shock was terrific, but its effect 
was confined to the slope wherein it 
occurred. All of the men in the other 
slopes and levels escaped. 

Five Bodies. 

Pive bodies had been recovered up 
Fifty men were en- 
gaged in rescue work. Hundreds of 
inhabitants and miners’ volunteered 
aid, but the nature of the rescue work 
precluded more than fifty being en- 
gaged. 

The rescuers hoped the flames would 
die down so as to permit the rescue 
of the entombed, but their chances 
seemed hoveless. 

The explosion was due to fire damp, 
the timbers in two levels at once ig- 
niting and the fire spreading with 
great rapidity. 

Residents of Nanaio have been pre- 
vented from going to the extension, 
where the disaster occurred, and only 
rescuers, miners and officials are on 
the scene. 

Fire Balks Rescucrs. 

Rapidly spreading fire prevented 
rescuers from completing their work. 
Late tonight rescuers were making 
every effort to force further entrance 
the ex- 
plosion. 

The men employed in the collieries 
on Vanccuver Island are of the better 
class of British miners. All are well 
paid and have comfortable homes. 

The Wellington Colliery Company, 
which owns the extension mine, is 
controlled by British Columbia cap- 
italists, Lieutenant Governor James 
Dunsmuir being the head of the cor- 
poration. Some of the chgmbers run 
under the sea. 

More than 3,000 men are employed 
in these collieries, which are the sec- 
ond largest in Canada, and have been 
operated for forty years. They have 
been the scene of several disasters in 
recent years. 


BANKER WALSH 
GOES 10 THe Pen 


Chicago, October 5.—John R. Walsh, 
ecenvicted of misapplication of the 
funds of the Chicago National bank, 
must serve the, sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment imposed upon him by the 
trial jury, save in the event that the 
supreme court upsets the affirmation of 
the verdict of guilty handed down by 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals here today. 

Counsel for Mr. Walsh, in their ap- 
peal, laid greatest stress on what they 
alleged was a lack of criminal intent 
upon the part of the defendant. In the 
lengthy brief which they filed, much 
law was quoted to show that the con- 
victed banker, newspaper publisher 
and railroad owner used the funds of 
the bank in what he considered a le- 
gitimate manner. 

The opinion of the court of appeals, 
written by Judge Humphrey and hand- 
ed down by Judge Grosscup, is brief 
and confined almost wholly to the 
question of criminal intent. The alle- 
gation that Juror Paimer was unduly 
influeneed is dismissed with a word, 
and but little more is wasted in elim-

EXPLOSION JARS 


NORTH ATLANTA 


Two-Stéry Brick Building 


Blown to Pieces. 


Neighborhood Surrounding 15 
East Harris Street Alarmed 
by. the Noise---Two Negroes 
Tossed Many Feet, but Es- 
cape With Slight Injuries. 


With a térrifie far felt for blocks 
about, an explosion at 7 o’clock last 
night completely destroyed a two-story 
brick building in the rear of Dr. W. 
S. Elkin’s Peachtree street residence 
and immediately behind the home of 
15 East Harris 
street.“ The bricks were torn asunder 
and were scattered upon roofs of build- 
ings for blocks around. 

And strange to say, the single fa- 
tality was the death of a fine bull dog 
which had just been locke@ within the 
buiding for the night. The’ loss 
amounts to $1,500 with no insurance. 

The building destroyed was the prop- 
erty of Dr. W. S. Elkin and was being 
used by Charley Wynne, clothes 
cleaner and presser. It was firlished 
with engines, boilers and heaters used 
in that line of work and had just been 
equipped with new machinery. 

What causeg the explosion is un- 
known to the proprietor and to the 
fire department inspectors. The pro- 
prietor states that there was no gas- 
Oline in the building. 

Harry Rucker and Frank Hicks, two 
negro assistants, had just completed 
their day’s work and passed out the 
f. it door. As Rucker turned the key 
the explosion came. He and Hicks 
were thrown across a space of twenty 
feet, but neither was hurt, apart from 
a few scratches. 

Within the minute the rear of the 
Smith home was a sheet of flames and 
the streets in that section were 
thronged with residents, frightened by 
the noice. The fire department ex- 
tinguished the flames.

American Offers $5,000,000

Venice, October 5.—J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan is said to have expressed a desire 
to purchase the Reggia, at Mantau, 
formerly known as the Corte Reale, 
one of the most famous royal rési- 
dences in all Europe. 

Mr. Morgan is alleged to have offer- 
ed $5,000,000 for this magnificent and 
ancient structure, a fabulous fortunes 
in this country; but the government 
holds Reggia as one of the kingdom’s 
monuments and relics, so tt was im- 
possible to accept the American’s re- 
puted offer. 


POWER IS SUUGHT 
FROM THE RIVER 


Columbus, Ga., October 5.—(Speécial.) 
The filing of a petition for a charter 
for the Chattahoochee Power Company, 
with minimum capital stock of $100,000 
and maximum capital of $2,000,000, to- 
day brought to Nght a plan to make 
another big water power development 
on the Chattahoochee river. The in- 
corporators are B. H. Hardaway, 
George A. Pearce, E, J. Rankin and 
other prominent Columbus citizens, all 
the stockholdérs being home people. 

The company has acquired 7 miles of 
water front in Harris county and will 
build: a dam 30 feet high, developing 
4,000 minimum horse power and bring- 
ing it to Columbus 17 miles away in 
the form of electricity. 

The building of the dam will form a 
lake 7 miles long and 2 miles wide at 
places and whole farms on both the 
Georgia and Alabama _ sides of the 
river will be submerged. The building 
of the dam, power house and trans- 
mission lines will cost $400,000. 

The water power just purchased is 
the only power on the Chattahoochee 
between Columbus and West Point not 
already owned by ee

NEARLY CAUSED 
DEATH Ot COUR 


So Di Cook Says in Letter 
Written to Explorer Bernier 
of Canada 


ESKIMOS WERE WARNED 


NOT TO COOK FOR COOk 


When Cook Reached Anno- 
took, Starving, He 
That His Supplies Had Been 
Taken by Peary---Cook’s Let- 
‘ter to Bernier Was Written 
on May 23. 


Ottawa, Ont., October 5.—Captain 
Bernier, of the Canadian steamer Arc- 
tic, today made public a letter written 
to him by Dr. Frederick A. Cook on 
Mav 23, and delivered to Captain Ber- 
nier on September 1 at Upernavik, 
Greenland. 

Peary Accused of Stealing Supplies. 

The letter opens: 

“My Dear Captain: I have to write 
you the first letter after having been 
sealed behind ice barriers for two 
years. It was your supplies, so kindly 
left in charge of Mr. Whitney, which 
aided me greatly getting to Uper- 
rnavik. All my other property had been 
taken by Peary under the guise of a 
relief station for Dr. Cook. 

‘Murphy, the man in charge of the 
station, however, was instructed not to 
engage in any relief efforts, not to al- 
low Eskimos to cross and search until 
March of the following year, 1909. My 
large stores of supplies and my station 
were used for barter with natives to 
satisfy Peary’s commercial greed. 

“Fortunately, we were able to work 
out our problem without relief efforts 
except as you offered. We have pushed 
into the Boreal center and picked up 
the polar prize, but the effort was dan- 
gerous beyond conception. .. 

"The splendid assistance which you 
have given and the llberality of the 
Canadian government in sending the 
ship is a happy contrast to the hin- 
drance and injustice of one of my own 
countrymen.” 

The Journey to the Pole. 

Describing the journey to the Pole, 
Dr. Cook said: 

“Starting from Annatook on Febru- 
ary 19, 1908, we crossed Ellesmere 
Land, pushed along its western coast to 
the polar sea, feeding ten Eskimos and 
103 dogs en route on musk oxen and 
bears. F 

“From 82 north I started with but 
two young Eskimcs and twenty-six 
dogs, pulling two sleighs and suppli¢s 
for eighty days. The ice was fine after 
crossing 84 degrees.- Crocker's Land 
was sighted and passed, and a new land 
found to the north of it extending toc

TAFT GREETED 
AT GOLDEN CATE 


‘Cheering Crowds Out to 
Honor the President. 


Oakland, Berkeley and San 
Francisco Are Enthusiastic. 
President Bids Goodby to 
Officers and Soldiers as They 
Sail for the Philippines. 


San Francisco, October 5.—After 
passing the entire forenoon in the 
cities of Oakland and Berkeley, across 
the bay, President Taft was welcomed 
to San Francisco this afternoon by a 
throng which lined the walks in some 
places ten deep along a line of march 
extending over nearly three miles of 
the principal streets. School children 
of this city, Oakland and Berkeley 
cheered the president. 

As he was crossing from the Oak- 
land Mole to San Francisco, the army 
transport Thomas was setting sail for 
the Philippines, and by the president's 
request the revenue cutter McCulloch, 
on which he was a passenger. was 
drawn up alongside the big vessel. 

On the bridge of the transport the 
Philippine constaubulary band was 
drawn up and was playing “Hail the 
Chief,” as the president shouted across 
the water to the khaki-clad soldiers: 

“Goodby, boys: I wish you a pleasant 
vovage.” ’ 

Answering cheers came back to the 
president. 

Made Taft Feel Homesick. 

“Does it make vou homesick, Mr. 
President?’ asked a member of the 
president's party. 

“Indeed, it does,” replied Mr. Taft. 
“and I would give anything if I were 
zoing with them.” 

Berkeley had the honor of being the 
first city overlooking the_bay to wel- 
come the president. At the Greek the- 
ater of the University of California, 
he was greeted by Professor Bernard 
Moses, who had served with him ir 
the Philippines. In a brief address he 
declared that ideals in popular govern- 
ment were a splendid thing to eulti- 
vate, but that the man at the helm 
must be content with a compromise.

|BITTER FIGHT COMING 
OVER CENTRAL BANK 


Cues Will Be the Most 


‘Prominent to Come Before 
Next Congress, 


BANKERS ARE DIVIDED 
IN REGARD TO QUESTION 


It Is Probable That Existing , 
Political Parties Will Split 
Over the Proposition --- Out- 
line of What the Proposition 
for a Government Central 
Bank Means. 


Washington, October 5.—~-The com- 
ing congress must meet a situation 
born of the panic of 1907. when the 
issue of clearing house certificates by 
the government to supply _” sufficient 
currency to mee} the demands of the 
business interests of dhe country wae 
necessary, although America’s coffers 
were overflowing with gold. 

Foremost among the various proj- 
ecis that have been advanced as a 
proper solution of the government's 


problem stands the proposed national! 


central bank. 

As it is the common belief that it 
will form. the basis of the curative 
legislation to be recommended by the 
monetary commission and because 
President Taft, in his recent Boston 
speech, signified his own favorable dis- 
position towards the project. it is timel¢ 
to disclose to the public what is be- 
lieved to be in the minds of the presi-“ 
dent and the eighteen members of the 
monetary commissidn when they refer 
to the central bank. 

A Bank for the People. 

“A bank of the people and for the 
people.” is the definition of this institn- 
tion made by George H. Reynolds, 
president of the American Bankers’ As. 
sociation, in his Chicago speech. He 
pointed out that the people were to 
be the stockholders, for anyone would 
be privileged to buy the bank stock 
iv. as he might a government bond. 

A small interest on such an Invest- 
ment would be guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment; any earnings more than suf- 
ficient to pay the guarawnteed interest 
would be shared by the government 
and by the stockholders. 

Political eontrol of the great bank 
would be made extremely difficult by 
the life appointment of the officers, 
Integrity of operation would be aa- 
sured by a board of supervisors, ap- 


{ pointed by the president, the secretary 


of the treasury and the comptroller of 
the currency (subject to the approval 
of the senate), for alternate terms of 
at least eight years to bridge over 
political mutations. 

Tt is not intended that the central 
bank should support the credit of the 
nation. If the national ‘government 
needs funds, tt must continue to bor- 
row money by sale of bonds, 


Single Purpose of the Bank. 

The single purpose of the bank 
would be to safeguard the business in- 
terests of the people in their private 
relations. If there were need for more 
money for business purposes, the bank 
would supply it by notes, and if there 
were a plethora, in dull times, these 
notes would be withdrawn rapidly. 

Governmental assistance to the in- 
stitution would be limited to the de- 
posit with the central bank of govern- 
ment funds now in national banks. 
There would be no interference with 
the most profitable feature of the 
banking business, for the central inati- 
tution would not receive deposits from 
individuals. 

The question as to how the business 
man is to benefit by a central bank Is 
sought to be answered by the state- 
ment that the project would include a 
provision for the acceptance of -good 
commerctal paper as a basis for the

Such paper would 
represent actual transactions between 
solvent concerns—all short time credits 
—and sure to be redeemed whenever 
the transaction—the sale and delivery 
—Was concluded. 

Such, in brief, is a bare outline of the 
plan, which with manifold details, 
probably will be laid before congress, 
as an accompaniment of the report of 
the national monetary commission. 
That it will meet with Opposition can- 
not be doubted, and this, too, in spite 
of the best efforts of the administra- 
tion to have the matter regarded as 
non-political. 

Bankers are Divided. 

The suggestion of a central bank al- 
ready has agitated deeply the great 
banking interests, the line of division 
beginning at the last bankers’ conven- 
tion at Chicago. Many of the bank 
officers regarded the project with deep 
suspicion. They were told that no en- 
croachment upon their business was 
contemplated beyond the withdrawal 
from their vaults of the government’s 
funds, but they regarded the measure 
as the opening wedge for the destruc- 
tion of the most lucrative portion of 
their business, and viewed with any- 
thing but favor the plan whereby the 
government bank was to enter into 
competition of the enormous discount 
operations which gave them very great 
influence in the industries of the 
eountry. 

‘Possibly their objection can, in a 
measure, be weakened by a recourse to 
some ,other means of securing a basis 
for the circulating notes of the central 
bank than commercial paper, such as 
an enlarged reserve of gold and sil- 
ver, or even gilt-edged mortgages on 
real property. But these very sug- 
gestions probably would call forth a 
new army of enemies to combat the 
Proposition. 

Parties May Split. 

It may be that the existing political 
parties will be divided on this great 
question and that there will be a new 
alignment in congress when it is 
broached. Indeed, there is some rea- 
s0n to believe that the administration 
would prefer to wage the battle on 
this basis, but the one assured fact 
is that in the consideration of this 
subject congress in the near future 
will plunge into one of the most pro- 
longed and hard-fought contests it has 
known since the days of the “‘sixteen- 
to-one” struggle.

85 degrees. Beyond, no land was seen. 
The Pole was reached april 2), 1908. 
The return was forced slightly west- 
ward on the northern route, but about 
85 degrees we drifted east. and south. 
Below 84 we had drifted with an ac- 
tive pack. 

“We were helplessly ¢arried to the 
west, unable to reach our caches along 
Nansen Sound. We were pushed into 
Prince Gustave sea With food and fuel 
exhausted. Still unable to press east- 
ward, We went with the ice to the 
south, food and fuel now exhausted. 
Polar bears came to our rescue as life- 
savers. We then went into Wellington 
channel, hoping to be able to reach 
whalers in Lancaster Sound, but we 
were soon stopped by fdiling food sup- 
plies and young small ice. With no 
game, this short route to an early ship 
was no longer possible, and to satisfy 
the pangs of hunger we worked to 
Jones’ Sound. * 

Forced Into Winter Camp. 

“Here, after a long run of hard ad- 
venture by boat and sledge, a cruel ne- 
cessity forced us into winter camp in 
September at Cape Sparbo, without 
fuel or food, ammunitiom or winter 
clothing, with no dogs, no guns. Our 
situation was almost hopeless, but for- 
tune Came our way. Bows and arrows, 
harpoons, lances and other implements 
were made. The musk oxen and bear 
were taken with lines. The lance and 
knife secured us small game. Foxes 
were trapped, walruses and seals at- 
tacked and secured in our little folding 
canvas boat. An underground camp 
Was built and the winter of 1908-1909 
passed with a taste of everything save 
fresh meat. 

“For we had not a morsel of civil- 
ize food, not even salt. A new equip- 
ment was devised and as soon as the 
sun of 1909 rose, over the hills of 
North Devon we started for Annotook 
in February, 1909, dragging dried musk 
oxen meat as food and melted tallow 
as fuel for thirty days, on our sledges. 
Deep snow, bad ice, open water and 
continued storm made the return slow 
and arduous. We reached Annotook 
after a run of hard luck on April 5. 
Here we were met by Whitney only to 
find that Peary’s men had misused our | 
station with its equipments over the 
protest of Mr. Whitney. We enjoyed 
good health at all times.”

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WIFE DERIDES ~ 
HER HUSBAN 


Went Against Her 
Case Before Appeals 
Court. 


in 


If a first wife wishes to get back 
her husband, who is married to a sec- 
ond wife, without the formality of a 
divorce, she would do well not to ap- 
pear in court and deride him while on 
the witness stand and laugh hysteric- 
ally and derisively at his testimony. 

This was where Catherine Conway, 
first wife of William Robinson, made 
the mistake that caused the court of 
appeais in a decision rendered Tues- 
day to reverse the judgment of the 
lower court in the bigamy case against 
Robinson. 

On the trial of the bigamy charge 
before Judge Robert G. Mitchell itn the 
superior court of Lowndes county, the 
defendant was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to four years in the penitentiary. 
The case came before the court of ap- 
peals on his bill of exceptions to the 
judgment overruling a motion for a 
new trial. 

Robinson married Miss Catherine 
Conway in Providence, R. I., on June 
25, 1891. Later he moved to Lowndes 
county, Georgia, and on June 11, 1908, 
married Miss Dora Simms, daughter of 
Ordinary Simms, of that county. When 
the first wife heard of this second mar- 
riage she protested and came _ to 
Lowndes county to appear against her 
escaped husband. 

First Wife Derides Husband. 

The-xdecision of the court of appeals 
devotes considerable attention to her 
action at the trial. When her hus- 
band took the stand to testify, she 
placed her chair three feet away, fac- 
ing him and with her back to the jury. 
During his statement she “laughed out 
in court, hysterically and derisively.” 
The judge, after two minutes had 
elapsed, requested her to draw her 
chair further back, but imposed no 
penalty. -He reminded her that remarks 
were improper while the defendant Was 
testifying. 

As Roebinson was closing his state- 
ment, he said: “Dora and I love each 
other and will continue to live togeth- 
er.” The father of the second wife 
said in a tone audible throughout the 
court room: “You will never do it, 
sir.” - 

On account of these incidents the 
ccurt of appeals held that the right 
of the defendant to make a statement 
in his own behalf was iilegally inter- 
fred with, and declares the trial judge 
should have taken more drastic action 
following the disorder in court. 

In rendering the decision of the 
court, Judge Russell said: “Five years’ 
absence of husband or wife, without in- 
fermation of the fate of such husband 
or wife, creates a presumption thai 
the absent spouse is dead, so that the 
other Spouse.may marry again without 
ccmmitting the offense of- bigamy.” 
Furthermore he pointed out that the 
defendant need not exercise reasonable 
diligence to ascertain whether the ab- 
sent spouse is dead or alive. In other 
vords, the state. presumes that the 
absent one will return to the home 
roost if alive, within the space of five 
years. Of course the state has the 
privilege of proving that each party 
iad knowledge that the other was 
alive.

Clerks Returning Letters 


Estimated 100,000 Persons Will 
Attend Two Games --- Extra 
Seats Being Built---200 News- 
paper Men and 100 Tele- 
graph Operators to Attend. 


Pittsburg. October 5.—With the aim 
of having the distinction of seating a 
greater number of persons than has 
ever attended a single baseball game, 
the management of the Pittsburg Na- 
tional League club is busily engaged in 
perfecting arrangements for the open- 
ing of the world’s championship bat- 
tle between the Detroit Americans and 
the Pittsburg National clubs here next 
Friday. At Forbes Field a force of 
workmen is constructing 8,000 addj- 
tional seats after first having built a 
false fence some distance from the 
present boundary. 

At the downtown offices of the cfub, 
clerks are swamped in the task of re- 
turning letters, estimated to contain 
/many thousands of dollars, for the rea- 
fon'that the reserved seat supply be- 
came exhausted last Saturday. Vet- 
erans of baseball games say they have 
never witnessed such an amazing de- 
mand for seats. 

100.000 May Attend. 

How many persons will attend the 
ames here Friday and Saturday is 
questionable, but from present indi- 
cations an estimate of from 75,000 to 
100,000 is believed not to be an exag- 
geration. 

In the meantime, Pittsburg, western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia, 
not to speak of the distant major 
league centers or points thousands of 
miles awav, are gradually working up 
a baseball fever that bids fgir to 
transform this citv into an enthusias- 
tic mass of humanity. Spectators are 
eoming from Portland, San Francisco 
and Denver. 

An evfdence of the great interest in 
ihe contests can be had from the news- 
paper arrangements. Over 200 news- 
paper men from all parts of the coun- 
try will be here to write accounts of 
the battle. In addition, there will be 
over 100 telegraph operators present. 

Much Betting. 


Already the potice department is 
making preparations to protect’ the 
spectators and guard against accidents. 
The department of building inspection 
today made a thorough examination of 
the ‘great stadium and pronounced it 
a model for strength and safety. It 
is said that over $200,000 in bets has al- 
ready been placed by Pittsburgers and 
a greater sum is said to be awaiting 
takers. The average betting is about 
even.

IN CITY PARKS 


Park Commission Holds 
Its Monthly Meeting. 


General Manager Dan Carey 
Submits a Full and Satisfac- 
tory Report---Architect Will 
Soon Be Here With Plans for 
Piedmont Park. 


The park commission held its regu- 
lar monthly session yesterday after- 
noon and considerable business of im- 
portance was transacted. 

General Manager Dan Carey reported 
that Architect Olmsted would be in 
Atlanta the last of this month and 


would bring with him his final plans 
for the permanent improvement” of 
Piedmont park. In the manager’s re- 
port it was shown that a large amount 
of work had been done in- Piedmont 
park in the way of cleaning up. 

It was decided to swear in as a spe- 
cial policeman the Grant park night 
watchman, the matter having been 
brought to the atttention of the board 
by Commissioner Davis. 

Permission was given to A. C. 58. 
Lowenhjelm Kopp to demonstrate the 
practical working of his Wireless tele- 
phone in Grant park. 

In the general manager’s report it 
was shown what work had been done 
in the various parks during the month 
of September, The general manager 
stated: 

L. P. Grant Park. 


‘During the month the grass in this 
park was given the final cutting for 
the year. The artificial brook is now 
in operation from the Dabney spring. 
near the Park avenue entrance, to the 
lake, and Lake Abana is now being fed 
from this brook, instead of from the 
3-inch pipe of the waterworks depart- 
ment. The bed of the brook from the 
Siloam spring was changed so as to 
gxive it a more natural appearance, and 
it also was emptied into the lake. A 
new rustic bridge was constructed 
across the brook from Dabney spring 
immediately above the rock culvert on 
the main drive. At the Dabney spring 
a walk has been constructed around 
the spring and:up as far as the road-+ 
way. The bridge formerly at that 
place has been removed, the roads in 
the neighborhood have been brought 
to a better grade and the appearance 
of that section generally has been 
changed. During the month the green- 
house has been repaired, new giass and 
stéam pipes put in and the building 
made ready for the winter. 


G. V. Gress Zoo. 


“During the month five guinea pigs 
and two fox squirrels were presented 
to the zoo. We lost by death one 
ground hog and one fox squirrel. The 
remaining squirrel has been given his 
freedom and is quite at home in the 
z00 and carpenter shop. The gift of 
the guinea pigs made it absolutely nec- 
essary to vrovide a place for them. 

“On September 20, Idel, the lioness, 
gave birth to her cubs. On September 
23 she destroyed them. We were dis- 
appointed, but not entirely surprised. 
There are several methods of raising 
cubs. The best way is to allow the 
mother to raise them. If she will not 
do so a good method is to give them 
to a small dog which has recently 
brought puppies. In doing this, how- 
ever, it is necessary to inquire well 
into the gentleness of the dog. A 
third method is to raise the cubs on 
a bottle. but in doing this they must 
be treated like young babies, and it 
is necessary to get up at all hours of 
the night and heat the milk that is 
to be given them. In the case of Idel 
she had the advantage of an artificial 
cave in one of the cages, a covering 
over the front of the cage to assure 
her of her security from molestation, 
and she was not disturbed for three 
weeks before the cubs were born, nor 
until after they came until she de- 
stroved them. Idel, therefore, had 
every opportunity to raise her yvounge. 
The period of gestation in a lioness is 
sixteen weeks, and when next she 
brings cubs we will take them away 
from her. 


Piedmont Park. 


At Pledmont park the work of clean- 
ing and cutting grass and weeds in 
order to be in readiness to carry out 
the plans of Olmsted Bros. is nicelv 
under way. The valuable shrubs at 
this park have been mulched and the 
weeds taken from around them. This 
Same treatment has been given the 
Jarge trees. About a week ago I re- 
ceived a letter from J. (C. Olmsted 
saying that he will be in Atlanta dur- 
ing the latter part of October. As he 
informed me that he hoped to have his 
Dilan ready for us to begin work on 
Piedmont park this fall I imagine that 
he intends bringing his preliminary 
plan with him. 

“TIT have appointed to the supertin- 
tendency of Piedmont park Nelson 
Crist, at present head of the tree prun- 
ing department. I am confident Mr. 
Crist is exactly the man to take charge 
of Piedmont. This will leave W. (. 
Lewis in charge of the tree pruning 
department. Lewis is thoroughly capa- 
ble of taking charge. He has been the 
assistant’of Crist since last April and 
has been hard at work, both upon his 
books and with his pruning toots. 


Other Parks. 


“T have started work again at Mims 
park, and although I have very little 
money for the work. I will use it until 
it is exhausted. By the end of this 
month I will have finished the work 
of fertilizing and planting Bermuda 
at Jovner park and will have exhaust- 
ed that appropriation. A stand of 
gxrass will do much towards making 
Joyner park a better playground next 
season. The Ansley triangle, on Fif- 
teenth street. near Peachtree, was fill- 
ed and sodded. As soon as the curb 
is nut around the other one I wiil have 
it 'mproved. : 

“The work of pruning trees on North 
Boulevard has been finished. This 
street is worth seeing. It is the only 
thoroughfare in Atlanta upon which 
the trees have been pruned. The men 
are now at work in Grant park again. 
During September 171 trees were 
pruned on Boulevard and three were 
condemned. In Grant park 45 trees 
were pruned and 26 were condemned.” 


INTERSTATE LIQUOR 
RECEIVES BLACK EYE 


It Is Subject to Seizure on 
Trains in Oklahoma. 


Guthrie, Okla., October 5.—If a resi- 
dent of Oklahoma wishes to receive a 
shipment of liquor and dispose of the 
same in violation of the staté’s pro- 
hibition law he must get to the incom- 
ing train ahead of the police. 

This is the effect of a decision of 
the state supreme court. in which all 
the justices concurred, and which re. 
versed a finding of the lower civil 
courts. These courts and the Oklaho- 
ma criminal court of appeals have 
held that the interstate commerce laws 
protected a shipment of liquor while 
it was on the premises of the railroad 
and until actually delivered to the 
consignee. 

The decision today was in the suit 
Tucker. who took advantage of the 
usual court finding and shipped a car- 
load of beer to Oklahoma City. He

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PRESIDENT TAFT ON SHIP SUBSIDY. 


President Taft, in his recent speech at Seattle, discussed at some length 
the question of the necessity for encouraging the nation’s merchant marine. 

The extension of this country’s foreign commerce to insure its continued 
growth in time of peace, and the need for auxiliary cruisers and colliers tb 
accompany the fleets in time of war, emphasize the importance ef having a 
great merchant marine. 

This being admitted, and no one doubts it, the question of how to provide 
an adequate marine becomes a timely, practical question. 

The president says other nations are giving an aggregate of $35,000,000 
a year in subsidies to build up a merchant marine. He suggests that this 
nation, under a republican regime, might extend the principle of protection 
to home industries and protect and encourage American builders of this class 
of ships. i 

What President Taft has to say on the tariff phase of the question is | 


particularly significant. He declares: 


We maintain a protective tariff to encourage our manufacturing, farming 
and mining industries at home within our jurisdiction, but when we assume to 
enter into competition upon the high seas, the question we have to meet is how, 
with the greater wages that we pay, with the more stringent laws that we 
enact for the protection of our sailors, and with the protective system making 
a difference in the price between the necessaries to be used in the maintenance 
of a merchant marine, we shall enable that merchant marine to compete with 
the marine of the rest of the world. 


So the protective tariff does increase the price of protected articles, keeps 
out importations, and puts up the cost of living. “The protective system 
makes a difference in the price” of articles necessary for the maintenance of 
the merchant marine and which must Be imported.

The importance of the foregoing suggestion cannot be overestimated. It 
is stressed by. consideration alone of the class of voters to which we have 
hére called attention. . : 

Many voters who have been doing a thing a certain way for many years 
cannot, as a whole and without effort, be brought all at once to realize that 
it is now necessary for them to do it entirely another way. The difficulty is 
not in understanding the requirements of the law, which are simple enough, 
but in that principle of human nature which we have pointed out. 

It takes a léng time for the knowledge of a new law and its require- 
ments to permeate through to the limits of a state: and the duty: that rests 
with the press of the state is to keep these requirements constantly to the 
forefront in order that every citizen may know just what he must do, if he 
would preserve to himself the right and privilege of the ballot. 

It is not in any sense a question of partisanship, but merely one of giv- 
ing every voter, even in the remotest parts of the state, the opportunity to 
become thoroughly informed as to his duty in the premises, as well, perhaps, 
as to aSsist memory that it may play him’no dangerous pranks.

Butesince the system of protection is established beyond peradventure 
under republican administrations some other means of encouraging the mer- 
chant marines beside that of the freer importation of the “necessaries for its 
maintenance” must be devised. 

This narrows the question down to one of a government subsidy. 

Even on the democratic side there might be little objection to a mail 
subsidy which would encourage the maintenance and operation of lines of 
vessels making frequent and fast trips to South American ports and to the 
Orient. 

A mail subvention for the benefit of such lines, based on the size and 
speed of vessels operated, would meet general approval, if honestly dis- 
tributed. 

A subsidy which would not result in better, faster and more regular 
service between the United States and South America, and the United States 
and the Orient, would be money recklessly and criminally squandered. 

South America and the Orieat furnish ripe fields for American cultivation 
and the completion of the Panama canal will bring them into closer geo- 
graphical touch and should accomplish closer trade relations. 

If a mail subsidy will accomplish this, the money might profitably be 
taken out of the national treasury until the enlarged service will itself make 
the maintenance ‘of the steamship lines profitable. 

If it can be constitutionally done, any line of steamships established be- 
tween an eastern port of the United States and South American ports, and 
deriving benefit from this subsidy, should be required to call at a port on the 
south Atlantic. 
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DEBRUTALIZED RAILROAD TRAVELING. 


Records for safety in traveliig in the United States must go to the Penn- 
sylvania and the Erie railroads, if recent claims of these two systems are 
correct. 

As a maiter of fact, the achievements of these transportation companies 
compare favorably with the boasted English record of high-speed trains 
operated without loss of life from year’s end to year’s end. | 

The Springfield (Mass.) Union thus refers to and comments upon two 
very exceptional instances in the American world of transportation: 


It will be recalled that the Pennsylvania railroad reported that not a 
single passenger had been killed on any of its lines in the year 1908. 
Now the Erie claims the distinction of carrying 125,000,000 passengers 
in five years and not killing a single one. These statements do not 
afford assurance that railway fatalities are soon to be a thing of the 
past in this country, but they show what is possible for a company that 
is able and willing to spend money for high-class equipment and service. 


Preservation of life, limb and property on the railroads of America de. 
pends largely upon the elements mentioned by The Union in its ciosing 
sentence. : 

The double-track and, in some cases, quadruple tracks, have lessened 
accidents by diminishing the physical chances for accidents. 

Along with these facilities has come the more general adoption of auto- 
matic block signals, with a growing tendency to require railroads to observe 


the flow of traffic. : 

In this conection tt will be remembered that Governor Brown in his 
initial message outlined the great need of railway improvements and double. 
tracking in Georgia, pointing out that the next ten years would witness raq- 
ical increases in the demands upon the carriers, both freight and passenger, 
and urging the advisability of generous investments in this direction on the 
part of the railroads.

NO MORE PUBLIC FLYING 
BY WRIGHT BROTHERS 


Wilbur Wright Says He and 
His Brother Are Not 
Showmen. 


New York, October 5.—Unless some 
change of heart shail alter a decision 
by Wilbur Wright, 
the spectacular flight made here 
over the harbor and up the 
river yesterday by the daring Dayton 
aviator is the last which he or his 
brother Orville propose to make in 
public.

Mr. Orr’s Address. 

“On the commercial horizon there is 
one word, or what is better, perhaps, 
one fact that stands out prominently, 
and that fact.is advertising. 

‘It is forced upon our attention be- 
cause of its vital relationship to ‘any 
successful business, because others all 
around us are advertising, and: by the 
persistent and aggressive campaign of 
those .who solicit advertising: I pre- 
sume that most every business man re- 
gards advertising, not as a liability, 
but an asset. In fact, there are few 
assets of more real value to a growing 
and permanent business than is in- 
volved in good advertising. This be- 
ing true, I wish to say that the best 
thought of those engaged in selling 
goods to the public should be devoted 
to the department of publicity. 

“Someone has said that the ‘Ad’ wri- 
ter bears the same relationship to the 
firm he represents as the lawyer does 
to his cléent. He pleads the case, and 
the verdict from a_ discriminating 
buying public is evidenced in the sales, 
or lack of same, of the tirm whose 
wares he exploits. 

“The advertisements of a firm should 
bespeak the character of the house and 
the merchandise to be sold. It should 
be exact in detail; direct in its appeal, 
and, above all, have the cardinal vir- 
tue of absolute truth. 

“An advertisement of a firm is the 
mirror through which the public looks. 
It is the first introduction, and should 
be placed at-such an angle as to reflect 
faithfully the advertiser. 

“It is not necessary for the, man 
who directs the advertising to pre- 
pare the copy. In the nature of things 
that is often impossible, but it is nec- 
essary that he shall be the inspiration 
to the man who wrtes; and to bring 
this. to pass, there must be the most 
cordial relationship between the two. 
If the spirit of the store is ever trans- 
mitted from the man who directs to 
the man who writes, they must be on 
the same intellectual] wire. When one 
calls, the other must respond. A 
convincing and compelling argument 
proceeds from one who has an abiding 
interest and faith in the subject under 
discussion. 

“Sincerity that is unmistakable is 
the element that appeals, and it its well 
to remember that it is the child of 
faith and interest. 

Name of Firm the Basis. 

“The name of.a firm must be the 
basis of all advertising, and shoule 
be jealously guarded. The articles 
advertised should be as good as the 
name, and must be, to insure enduring 
success. Until a house has succeeded 
in enlisting that confidence from a 
discerning public, that buys without 
question or apprehension, it has failed 
in its purpegs. and it will fail. In the 
long run, to attain the success of finan- 
cial gain, and bevond that the con- 
sciousness of success that is the reaf 
master of the situation.

Is Called to Order by 
Governor Kitchen. 


Permanent Organization of the 
Southern Appalachian Good 
Roads Association Is Effect- 
ed --- Dr. Pratt Elected Presi- 
dent. : 


' Asheville, N. C., October 5.—‘There 
is no magical way of getting good 
roads and the people must go down 
in their pockets and bear the ex- 
penses if they want them,” said Gov- 
ernor Kitchin, of North Carolina, in 
welcoming the delegates to the South- 
ern Appalachian Good Roads Congress, 
which began a three days’ session 
here this morning. Governor Kitchin 
added that the question of goog roads 
was not a new one: that the Romans 
had built good roads, roads that have 
lasted more than 1,000. years. He said 
that the Romans appreciated the value 
of good highways, not only for pur- 
poses of war, but for the development 
of commerce. 

Dr. Joseph Hyde Pratt, of North 
Carolina. was elected permanent chair- 
man of. the congress, and E. J. Wat- 
son. of South Carolina, was chosen sec- 
retary. Dr. Pratt, in opening the con- 
gress, stated that the purpose of the 
gathering was to devise ways and 
means for building 500 miles of good 
roads in the Appalachian mountains, 
with connecting links leading to South 
Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia. W. J. Cocke welcomed the del- 
egates on behalf of the city. 

Colonel D. Cameron, president of the 
National Agricultural Society, spoke 
on the subject of “Federal Aid to Post 
Roads.’ The congress then adjourned 
until 2:30 o'clock this afternoon.
